The annouDoomcnt that Judge Woo lruff would 
alt yesterday in the United States Circuit Court 
for the Appointment of auiiervlaora oi election 
drew a large number of nolitlcians to the federal 
building in Ohambers street. The gathering was 
composed of Apollo Hall men, Tammanyites and 
republieauA 
Michael Norton was early in at- 
tendanoe. Peter Mitchell was also ou hand, and 
while waiting for the arrival of the Judge Mr. 
.Samuel J. Tilden and ex-Judge Spencer were look­ 
ing over law Imoks. preparing themselves, probably, 
on Roino point in reference to the Klcotlon law. 
Three lists, comprising ai*oiit ‘i.SOO names, have 
been sent in to the Court. I liesc lists represent 
the three political parties Into which our loeal or- 
ganUai tons are divided, and from these tjio 0(>urt 
will be called upon lo seloot l,5a6 persons to act as 
supei visors in the fortlicomlug election. 
It had been slated ihat Judge Woodruff would sit 
at eleven o’clock, but It was closo upon two before 
His Honor made his api<earauce. 
Judge woodruff having taken his seat on tne 
boiioh, the Crier oponed Court under a direction 
lYom the Judge to give notice to parlies present 
that If they had auv busluess in couuectlou with 
the Election law they would be hear.l on present­ 
ing their applications. 
Judge Woodruff then said that the act under whieh 
the Court waa now open provided that the chief 
supervisor of the election dLstrlct In which he may 
be a commissioner shall flist receive applications 
from parties lor the appointment of supervisors of 
election for the district for which the Commlsslouer 
was designated, and he shall present such applica­ 
tions to the Judge and furnish such Informallou to 
the Oom t as may enable tho Court to make solcc- 
tiohs of proper persons. The Court Is now open 
for the appointment of supervisors of election for 
the Houthein District of New York. 
Commissioner Davenport said he had apidlca- 
tioiis from threo parties—the reptiblicans, Apollo 
Hall aud Tammany—aud also a few special applloa- 
tious. 
Judge Woodi'uff-If the list of names has not 
been iiiade public, 1 desire now that it be 
made public, to the end that if there be any 
objcollon to any one that has not come to the ears 
of tne oilier supervisor there may be an oppor tti- 
nity of hearing what the objection is. You had 
better read the list. 
Coniinisslonor Davenport then read the list down 
lo the end of the First Assembly district. 
É-v-Jiidge Spencer said that, so far as lie knew, 
the democratic party had selected men from their 
own electoral dlslrlcta in aceordanoe with what 
he considered to be the law. With regard to the 
lists of other uiganlzatlous lie knew of no objection 
to any single Individual, as the llsis had been in 
the hands of the supervisors since Thursday last;

THE GERMAN P O M G CASE. 


Trial of Frederick Heggi for the Alleged Mur­ 
der of Prcderiek i. Siegfried. 


Testim ony for the D eieaco-T he Case 
N early Closed. 


The trial of Frederick lleggl, charged with the 
murder of Frederick J. Biogfrleil by ttoisonlng him, 
which w as‘»emporarlly suspended on Friday, in 
consequence of the sickness of a juror, was re­ 
sumed yesterday lu the General .SesMions, Recorder 
Hackett presiding. 
District Attorney Stewart recalled Dr. Marsh, 
who was examined further relative to the condi­ 
tion in Which he found the remains of the deceaaed. 
He said tho coilln waa well preserved, and that the 
lid was screwed on tight; there was no earth Inside 
the cotila; the mucous membrane of the stomach 
and the Intestines presented the appearance of 
being lafiamed; the stomach aud body were weU 
preserved, except the tissues of the baok. which 
were softened; there were no indications of arseni­ 
cal poison, except the apparently Inflamed rondl- 
tion of the stomach; under circumstances favora­ 
ble to its operation from two to threo grains of 
arsenic would be siifflvleut to cause death, other 
questloiis relative to (he eflbcts ol arsenic upon the 
syatem were aaked and answered. 
De Frederick Tmohseee was examined by coun­ 
sel for the prisoner. In July, I860, the deceased 
•odthat he“ iS piuns'VS^lho uV^anW ma“ 
looked very pale, and was only skin and bone ; the 
witness cave him something to quiet the pain; the 
deceaseifhad 4 hectio con^, and he (tne witness) 
thought he had consumption. 
To the DUtrlct A ttorney-I never gave him any 
arseulo. 
Oiilho Furman, a chemist and physloian, was ex­ 
amined at great length as to the manner in wnioh a 
chemical analysis or human remains should be con­ 
ducted lu efforla to detect poison. In all oases 
where the lite of a human being is involved, the 
mlcroacope ought to be employed, because the de- 
tecHoii of arsenic in the milds and solids of 
a dead body is a very dlificult problem; it was 
not enough to examine a amaU portion of 
a corpse unless the poison found in one particular 
spot was of such a quantity that that quantity of 
itaeir would kill. The witness said tbat Dr. Ende- 
uiau, who made the analysis of the remains of tho 
deceased, to convince him (the witness) of the 
presence of arseulc, ought to produce the metal 
and allow its crystals with the microscope; then 
he ought to reduce it to an oxide aud show the 
crystals with the microscope. 
Jacob Holley, a livery stable keeper la Newark, 
testified that in August, 186^9, he drove the prisoner 
md Mr. Hlegirled from Newark to East Houston 
before tlu>y started Mrs. Biog-

fried said if the in lsoni 
not go, and she got out of the wagor 
the prisuuer went into Mr. ranner's to return a 
chair. 
Halhcrlne Tanner, who resides at 110 Sprliigfleld 
avenue, Newark, said that about three years ago 
she had a conversation with Blegfried; ahe asked 
him if he had any lamlly; he replied he had but 
would not go to them, bei ause he was afraid that 
they would kill or poison him to get Ids money; 
that he had had previous trouble with them, and 
that was tne reason he went away fioni them; the 
deceased also told her he had a good irleud lu Now 
York and would write to him lo come and visit 
him; the deveasoil looked feeble, aud she ihoughl 
he was cotisumptivo. 
Elizabeth Brontl testified that in August, 18«9, 
she helped to take care of .Siegfried at Hie prison­ 
er’s house; Mrs. Hcggl watched with her in the 
night time, and that Mr. Hcggl went out to work at 
ni|j»d¿^»lic never heard Bicgined say that he was 
Win. D. Andrews, manufacturer of machlnerv, 
testified that lleggl had been in his employ lor 
nearly flfteeu yeais, and always considered him an 
hanost, upright, truthlul, peaceable and kind- 
hearted man. 
A number of gentlemen connected with Mr. An- 
drews' establlsliineut teatified to the same effect. 
TUB rKISONKR’8 STATKMBNT. 
Frederick Hcggl, tho accused, was examined 
through the Interpreter. He said he knew Sicg- 
Irled lu Hwltzerlund thirty-five years ago, and 
never administered any arsenic to him. Heggl had 
made a seitlomeut with Garollne Millor, at r.leg- 
frted'H request, who gave him a power of 
attorney to transact business for him. Heggl 
went to Newark and found the deceased 
very feeble and sick. Siegfried wanted to 
Bell his mortgages and go to Bwltzorland, 
and ho asked him (Heggi) to go with him to New 
York and take care of him, as he did not want liis 
own family to have anything to to do with him ; he 
brought lilm to his (lieggi's) home and called Ur. 
Krebblo the next day, who prescribed for him; the 
deceased told Heggl once that ho would leave 
something to the child of the younger Mrs. Hleg- 
fried; no conversation took placo between Hcggl 
and the young Mrs. Siegfried about the will. 
The accused was cxammcd at great length by 
Assistant District Attorney Stewart In reference to 
the circumstances attending the drawing of the 
will by a man named Sumuicrs, in Newark, lleggl 
said he was not present when tho will was drawn, 
but leit the house in company with Summers 
to deposit $3,509 in the Dime Savings Bank, 
which he did in the name of Siegfried and took 
p u t» DooX; sieuirio.l told him to get a lawyer, hut 
lie (Heggl) did not know m at u« w anted n lawyer 
to draw ui»a will; Summers told the prisoner tfiai, 
Slegirled got up out of bod and signed the will at 
a table, 
Tho counsel then put in evidence the bill of set­ 
tlement which the accused effected for Stegfricil, 
tne poiver 01 attorney granted by the deceased to 
the prisoner and read the testimony of Summers, a 
notary public In Newark, which was given before 
the Coroner, Summers having died since that time. 
Samuel F. Schaffer, the secretary of the .Swiss 
Consul, and Charles Starkey lestlfled to Hie good 
character of Heggl. The Court then adjourned till 
this (Tuesday) morning. The case will be tlnlsheu 
to-day.

Atlantic on the wings of faal^ and the beauty, 
wealth and intoUigeuoe of New York pame out 
in all their bravery of atiire and friíness of 
enthusiasm to do htmor to her American début 
They were not disappointed either, for the tal- 
ented little prima donna i^ eared in her best 
r&le, Selika in “L’Afrioaine,” and roused the 
audiouce to a pitch of exoitoment unusnal 
with the staid opera goers of the Academy. 
The death scene of the fifth act was an idyl 
and a dramatic aud melodio poem Mmt is 
rarely seen on the operatle stage. 
The com­ 
pany also proved satisfiMitory, espemally in the 
case of Mile. Leveilli and Signor Abrugnedo. 
The Inez of the former and the Vasco di 
Gama of 
the latter were genuine artistic 
triumphs. Great oareaeems to have been taken 
with the chorus and <»ohastra, and there was 
a perceptible will and earnestness productive 
excellent resulte about both of these depart­ 
ments. 
Altogether it waa a very promising 
oi>eniag night.

The interest taken by the New York public 
in music this season cannot be overesti­ 
mated.

European opera houses aud concert halls 
hero. 
There is Rubinstein, who ranks first in 
the world as a pianist since Liszt quitted the 
field and since the early demise of poor 
Tausig, and who, as a composer, may be placed 
beside tho great W agner; Wieniawski, who 
ackuowledgLS only one rival on the violin, 
Joachim; Tl^eodore Thomas, our own apostle 
of music, whose orchestra stands unrivalled iu

King Amadeus, following the example of 
Queen Vietoria, must write to President Grant 
a friendly letter proposing a Joint High Com- 
mismon for the settiement of these fiUboster- 
ing ohtims. 
President Grant, in response. 
wUl doubtless propose t^ t the Joint High 
Commission be empowered to settle aU the 
existing differences aud difficulties between 
the two goverumeuto, and King Amadeus will 
rejoin, “All right,” and the Joint High Com­ 
mission, let us suppose, will then be appointed 
and will meet in Washington, and, after a 
round of friendly dinners, will proceed to 
business.

Long before the hour announced for tlie opening 
of the Academy a crowd had collected a t tne en-

These were the. unfortunate votaries of 
the muses, wlio, irom carelessness o r economy, had 
neglected to obtain seats while there w as yet time, 
and were now forced to w atch and struggle for 
some coign of vantage. People pushed about in a 
most uncerem onious m anner, aud whoever had the 
hardest ribs and the sharpest eliiows gut nearest 
the wlshed-ior entrance.

(ho Spanish authorities in Cuba.

richness." II is possible that tho Spanish 
government has uoized this brilliant ideit of 
making a case upon (hcso claims from the re- 
sults of tho Geneva Tribunal of Arbitration on 
our Alabama claims. For (ho depredations on 
our commerce of thoso Anvilo-robel cruisers, 
tho Alabama, tho Shcnandoah and the Georgia, 
nnd their tenders, dui wig our late civil war, 
Iho Geiieval Tribunal has awarded us some 
fifteen millions of dollars as indemnity, under 
those three new rules of neutrality adopted in 
the Treaty of Washington as (ho rules for tho 
government of said tribunal on these claims; 
and tho Spanish government may, perhaps, 
suppose (hat ft similar Tribunal of Arbitration, 
in reference to our Cuban filibusters, would 
be bound under (ho gr.me lules to enter judg- 
ment against us in a good round bill of ninny 
millions of damages. 


But if the government of Hpain has reilly 


resolved upon any such Betllemoiit an appeal 
to (he European powers is not the proper way 
to proceed to business. Tho question of Iho 
justice of the claims of Spain against tho 
United States cannot be settled by that pro- 
cess. 
If Spain would have another Geneva 


Tribunal f,ho must begin at the begimimg. 
King Amadeus, following the example of 
Queen Victoria, must write to Piesideiit Grant 
a friendly letter propowag a Joint High Com- 
mission for the settlement of those filibuster- 
ing claims. President Grant, in response, 
will doubtless propow that the Joint High 
Commission bo empowered to nettle all the 
existing differences aud difficulties between 
the two governments, aud King Amadeus will 
rejoin, "All right," and the Joint High Com- 
mission, let us suppose, will theu be appointed 
and will meet in Washington, and, after a 
round of friendly dinners, will proceed to 
business. 


Spain will put in her bill of damages against 


our Cuban filibuster?, and from the ill-fated 
Lopez expedition, in the full bloom of Presi- 
dent Filtmore's admiaistralion, down to this 
day, the schedule of tbese filibusters and fili- 
bustering forays npon Cuba from the United 
States will be something appalling to the eyes 
of Secretary Boutwell. But, on the other hand, 
as this Joint High Commission will be charged 
with the settlement of all outstanding accounts 
between the two countries, when our Joint 
High Commissioners come to put in our bill-i 
of expenses iuciu red ia maintaining our neu- 
trality in the ever-rebelb'ous Island of Cuba, 
and tbe claims of American citizens on the 
island despoiled of their property and pun- 
ished as felons, aad a demand for the imme- 
diate abolition of slavery and the African and 
coolie slave trade in tbe island, and finally a 
demand fora vote of the people of the island, 
including its people of African and coolie im- 
portation and descent, on the question of in- 
dependence or adhesion to Spain, we think 
the tobies will be turned npon King Amadeus.

For (ho depredations on 
our commerce of thoso Anvilo-robel cruisers, 
tho Alabama, tho Shcnandoah and the Georgia, 
nnd their tenders, dui wig our late civil war, 
Iho Geiieval Tribunal has awarded us some 
fifteen millions of dollars as indemnity, under 
those three new rules of neutrality adopted in 
the Treaty of Washington as (ho rules for tho 
government of said tribunal on these claims; 
and tho Spanish government may, perhaps, 
suppose (hat ft similar Tribunal of Arbitration, 
in reference to our Cuban filibusters, would 
be bound under (ho gr.me lules to enter judg- 
ment against us in a good round bill of ninny 
millions of damages. 


But if the government of Hpain has reilly 


resolved upon any such Betllemoiit an appeal 
to (he European powers is not the proper way 
to proceed to business. Tho question of Iho 
justice of the claims of Spain against tho 
United States cannot be settled by that pro- 
cess. 
If Spain would have another Geneva 


Tribunal f,ho must begin at the begimimg. 
King Amadeus, following the example of 
Queen Victoria, must write to Piesideiit Grant 
a friendly letter propowag a Joint High Com- 
mission for the settlement of those filibuster- 
ing claims. President Grant, in response, 
will doubtless propow that the Joint High 
Commission bo empowered to nettle all the 
existing differences aud difficulties between 
the two governments, aud King Amadeus will 
rejoin, "All right," and the Joint High Com- 
mission, let us suppose, will theu be appointed 
and will meet in Washington, and, after a 
round of friendly dinners, will proceed to 
business. 


Spain will put in her bill of damages against 


our Cuban filibuster?, and from the ill-fated 
Lopez expedition, in the full bloom of Presi- 
dent Filtmore's admiaistralion, down to this 
day, the schedule of tbese filibusters and fili- 
bustering forays npon Cuba from the United 
States will be something appalling to the eyes 
of Secretary Boutwell. But, on the other hand, 
as this Joint High Commission will be charged 
with the settlement of all outstanding accounts 
between the two countries, when our Joint 
High Commissioners come to put in our bill-i 
of expenses iuciu red ia maintaining our neu- 
trality in the ever-rebelb'ous Island of Cuba, 
and tbe claims of American citizens on the 
island despoiled of their property and pun- 
ished as felons, aad a demand for the imme- 
diate abolition of slavery and the African and 
coolie slave trade in tbe island, and finally a 
demand fora vote of the people of the island, 
including its people of African and coolie im- 
portation and descent, on the question of in- 
dependence or adhesion to Spain, we think 
the tobies will be turned npon King Amadeus. 


But let ns suppose that upon all these and 


other questions a treaty is made—a second 
Treaty of Washington, embracing the aboli- 
tion of slavery and the African and coolie 
slave trade in Cuba, and a pl&nscile, on the
